Atomic  Energy  Train  Exhibition. — A 

travelling  train  exhibition  designed  to  ex- 
plain to  the  public  the  basic  facts  of  atomic 
energy,  and  its  destructive  and  constructive 
applications,  is  to  commence  a  tour  of 
twenty-six  towns  in  England,  Scotland,  and 
Wales  at  the  beginning  of  November.  The 
exhibits  will  include  a  model  of  a  cyclotron, 
and  a  working  model  indicating  the  method 
of  separation  of  isotopes.  The  principles  of 
detecting  radiation  with  a  Geiger-Miiller 
counter,  and  of  using  a  cloud-chamber  de- 
tector, will  also  be  illustrated.  Negotiations 
are  in  progress  to  exhibit  a  film  dealing  with 
the  medical  and  biological  aspects  of  the 
subject.

IRISH  NEWS 

Statement  by  N.I.  Premier. — The  Prime 
Minister  of  Northern  Ireland  (Sir  Basil 
Brooke)  has  issued  a  pronouncement  on  the 
economic  situation,  declaring  that  "  the 
whole  economic  future  of  Northern  Ireland 
is  at  stake  in  the  present  economic  crisis." 
He  calls  for  unity  of  eff"ort  throughout  the 
territory. 

N.I.  Health  Bill.— The  position  of 
chemists  in  relation  to  the  [Northern  Ire- 
land] Health  Services  Bill  (see  C.  &  D., 
September  6,  p.  287),  was  discussed  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Negotiating 
Committee  held  in  Belfast  on  September  4, 
Mr.  R.  Gibson  (president,  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association)  in  the  chair.  It  was  decided 
to  seek  the  views  of  local  associations  and 
to  hold  a  further  meeting  later.  The 
Committee  is  to  take  steps  to  ensure  that 
the  chemists'  point  of  view  will  be  put  for- 
ward during  the  debate  on  the  second 
reading  of  the  Bill  which  is  expected  to  take 
place  shortly  after  the  Northern  Ireland 
House  of  Commons  reassembles  on  Septem- 
ber 23. 

Eire  Pharmaceutical  Students. — Mr.  N. 

Scroope  presided  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Students'  Represen- 
tative Council  held  recently  at  67  Lower 
Mount  Street,  Dublin,  when  congratula- 
tions were  tendered  to  Miss  M.  O'Sullivan 
(vice-chairman),  Miss  N.  Kennedy  (gold 
medallist),  and  Mr.  G.  O'Connor  (former 
correspondence  secretary),  on  their  successes 
in  the  July  Licence  examination.  Mr. 
Arthur  Allshire  represented  the  Council  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Irish  Students' 
Association  Council  to  elect  delegates  to 
the  International  Congress  of  Students  to 
be  held  at  Prague,  Czechoslovakia.  The 
Council  regretted  that  the  subsidiary  bodies 
in  Cork,  Limerick  and  Galway  had  fallen 
into  abeyance  despite  several  efforts  during 
the  year  to  revive  them.

The  foundation  should  bi 
authorised,  says  the  report,  to  spend  $5( 
millions  on  basic  research  during  its  firs 
year,  with  amounts  increasing  to  $25< 
millions  annually  by  1957.

Professional    Standards    in    Canada. — 

Announcing  that  $25,000  was  being  se 
aside  in  1947-48  to  promote  high  standard 
of  education  for  pharmacists  in  order  t<! 
ensure  a  high  level  of  service  to  the  public 
by  the  profession  throughout  Canada,  Mr 
William  Harrison,  retiring  president  of  the 
Canadian  Foundation  for  the  Advancemen 
of  Pharmacy,  who  is  chairman  of  the 
board  of  Ayerst,  McKenna  and  Harrison 
Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  said  thai 
the  foundation  had  spent  $6,000  during  the 
previous  year,  but  now  had  a  larger  mem 
bership  and  more  funds.  During  the  year 
a  number  of  grants  had  been  made 
to  universities  and  colleges  of  pharmacy 
and  to  students  in  both  undergraduate  and 
post-graduate  fields,  and  the  basis  had  been 
laid  for  promoting  pharmacy  as  a  desirable 
calling  to  promising  high  school  students 
in  their  final  year.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Asso- 
iation  for  the  Advancement  of  Science 
281),  the  first  held  since  1939,  has  pro- 
ided  an  opportunity  for  stocktaking  in 
everal  departments  of  scientific  activity, 
n  this  paragraph  I  must  confine  myself  to 
ne  topic.  Sir  Henry  Dale's  presidential 
ddress.  Sir  Henry  brought  out  clearly,  by 
xamples,  the  indebtedness  of  current 
cience  to  the  stress  of  the  recent  world 
v&r,  a  stress  resulting  in  the  speeding  up  of 
esearch  that  otherwise  might  have  re- 
lained  dormant  for  a  long  time.  But  he 
vent  on  to  point  out  a  danger  in  "  the  ten- 
lency  to  transfer  too  easily  and  completely 
0  the  activities  of  peace  the  attitude  to 
-Undt  esearch  acquired  during  recent  experi- 
nce."  His  fear,  he  said,  was  that  scientists 
beparl^night  find  it  difficult  to  shake  off  the  habit 
f  "  trading  for  quick  returns,  which  six 
ears  of  war  experience  may  so  easily  have 
ostered."  Associated  with  this  danger,  he 
dded,  is  the  crippling  effect  of  unnecessary 
ecrecy.  Thus  the  policy  he  proclaimed  on 
re  pro  »ehalf  of  men  of  science  is  freedom  to 
nvestigate,  untrammelled  by  a  demand  for 
ommercial  gain  on  the  one  hand  or  for 
otalitarian  secrecy  on  the  other.  This 
Farbei  uthoritative  statement  by  a  past-president 
f  the  Royal  Society  is  timely.  Newton  is 
emembered,  nationally  and  internationally, 
s  the  author  of  the  "  Principia,"  not  as  the 
'l.Hkaster  of  the  Mint.  The  work  of  Fara- 
ay,  of  Clerk  Maxwell  and  of  Joseph  Thom- 
on  is  of  the  same  fundamental  order.  For 
uch  men  to  come  to  maturity  they  must 
)e  free  from  extraneous  pressure.  On  their 
oundations  others  build. 
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For  the  past  thirty  years  or  so  retail 
hemists  have  been  complaining  about  the 
lumber  of  popular  cosmetics.

o  much  the  worse  for  them.  As  you  point

lales  value.  I  have  known  a  popular  make 
)f  face  powder  refused  because  it  was,  as 


the  customer  put  it.  "  too  fine."  In  this 
and  other  points  of  detail  the  cosmetic 
trade  may  gather  hints  from  the  paper  pre- 
sented by  Monsieur  H.  M.  Gattefosse  briefly 
abstracted  on  p.  291.  That  paper  points 
to  a  development  retarded,  though  not  for 
long,  by  the  recent  war.  In  applying  bio- 
chemistry and  physico-chemistry  to  the 
manufacture  of  cosmetics,  new  selling 
points  will  suggest  themselves.  It  will  be 
of  interest  to  see  how  they  can  be  expressed 
in  terms  intelligible  to  the  average  pur- 
chaser. Here,  as  sometimes  in  earlier 
periods,  France  will  perhaps  launch  a 
vogue. 

James's  Medicinal  Dictionary 

For  the  first  time  in  any  English  journal, 
as  far  as  I  know,  we  have  had  a  general 
survey  (pp.  253,  282)  of  the  Medicinal 
Dictionary  of  Robert  James.  As  your  con- 
tributor remarks,  this  work  forms  a  back- 
ground to  the  London  and  Edinburgh  Phar- 
mocopoeias  in  use  in  1743-45,  and  serves 
to  explain  why  the  compilers  of  those  books 
were  so  reluctant  to  discard  traditional 
medicaments  that  had  already  become 
absurd.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that 
in  the  eighteenth  century  the  intellectual 
gap  between  the  average  medical  practi- 
tioner and  the  educated  reader  was  so  small 
as  to  be  almost  negligible.  And  there  is  on 
record  the  statement  of  Richard  Watson 
that  when,  in  1764,  he  was  appointed  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry  in  the  University  of 
Cambridge,  he  "  had  never  read  a  syllable 
on  the  subject  nor  seen  a  single  experi- 
ment "  :  yet  his  five  volumes  of  "  Chemical 
Essays  "  ran  into  several  editions.  The 
differences  in  style  between  James,  Johnson 
and  Schwanberg  are  marked.  James  wrote 
with  a  blunt  assurance.  Johnson,  even  in 
1 743,  was  developing  the  sonorous  phrase- 
ology jocularly  known  as  Johnsonese. 
Schwanberg  was  laborious  and  sometimes 
tedious.  To  him  may  be  attributed  the 
long-winded  anecdote  with  which  p.  283 
ends :  and  there  is  more  of  it  in  the  Dic- 
tionary. One  subject,  the  treatment  of 
poisoning  in  the  mid-eighteenth  century, 
may  be  worth  a  mention,  though  that 
treatment  was  somewhat  crude.  Thus,  under 
"  Opium  "  James  advised  copious  bleeding 
as  the  first  step  in  a  case  of  overdose,  wisely 
adding.  "  if  the  Patient's  Strength  can  bear 
it."  If  coma  was  severe,  scarifications  were 
to  be  made,  followed  by  sprinkling  with  salt 
and  vinegar.  Xrayser

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FINAL  REPORT  ON  PATENTS 


The  Departmental  Committee  on  Patents 
and  Designs  set  up  by  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  in  April  1944,  has  just 
issued  its  final  report  (Cmd.  7206).  Interim 
reports  were  presented  in  April  1945  and 
April  1946  (see  C.  &  D.,  1945. 1. 511  and 
1946T.481).  The  Committee  records  that 
the  discharge  of  its  duties  involved  a  total 
of  eighty-one  whole-day  sittings  extending 
over  rather  more  than  three  years. 

In  entering  the  final  stage  of  its  inquiry, 
the  Committee  invited,  and  received,  com- 
munications from  a  large  number  of 
interested  persons  and  groups,  but  "  found 
no  cause  for  modifying  the  conclusion, 
recorded  in  our  earlier  report,  that  there 
is  no  indication  of  a  general  desire  for  any 
fundamental  change  in  the  present  system 
of  encouraging  and  rewarding  invention  by 
the  grant  of  patents."  Proposals  are  made, 
however,  on  many  points,  important  among 
them  being  suggestions  for  simplifying  and 
cheapening  procedure,  rectifying  or  remov- 
ing inconsistencies,  anomalies  or  anachro- 
nisms, safeguarding  the  rights  of  employee- 
inventors,  clarifying  third-party  rights,  etc. 
A  special  chapter  is  devoted  to  chemical 
patents. 

Applicant's  Position 

The  position  of  the  applicant  is  the  first 
subject  on  which  a  recommendation  is 
made.  It  is  urged  that  there  should  be 
an  amendment  of  the  Acts  to  permit  an 
assignee  to  be  in  all  cases  a  competent 
applicant  for  a  patent.  At  the  same  time 
it  is  considered  essential  that,  where  the 
application  is  made  by  the  assignee,  the 
form  of  application  should  be  signed  by  the 
inventor,  signifying  his  assent  to  the  filing 
of  the  application  by  the  assignee,  and  the 
grant  of  the  patent  to  him  in  due  course. 
The  inventor's  name  should  also  appear 
upon  the  printed  specification.  It  ought 
also  to  be  made  clear,  continues  the  Report, 
either  in  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  or  in 
the  form  of  application  prescribed  by  the 
Rules,  that  the  assent  of  the  inventor  to  the 
patent  issuing  in  the  name  of  the  assignee 
is  given  without  prejudice  to  any  agree- 
ment, expressed  or  implied,  that  may  subsist 
between  the  inventor  and  the  assignee  upon 
the  beneficial  enjoyment  of  the  rights  con- 
ferred by  the  patent.  Behind  these  recom- 
mendations is  the  finding  that  hardships 
?nd  anomalies  have  arisen  from  the  fact 
t'lat  the  rights  of  the  assignee  cannot  be 
recognised,  under  the  Acts  as  they  stand, 


until  the  patent  in  question  is  sealed. 
Hitherto  the  "  true  and  first  inventor " 
could  alone  make  application. 

To  safeguard  the  rights  of  employees,  the 
Committee  recommends  that  in  all  cases 
where  any  person  claims  to  be  entitled  to 
have  a  patent  issued  to  him  on  the  strength 
of  a  written  agreement,  that  agreement 
should  only  be  accepted  as  evidence  of  his 
title  to  such  transfer  if  it  identifies  the  par- 
ticular invention  by  reference  to  the  num- 
ber of  the  patent  application,  or  if  the 
assignee  obtains  and  produces  to  the  Comp- 
troller the  inventor's  signed  assent  to  the 
transfer  of  that  particular  patent,  when 
granted.  This  requirement  would  over- 
come a  Patent  Office  procedure,  described 
as  "  not  satisfactory,"  of  accepting  an 
"  omnibus  agreement  "  by  which  an 
employer  undertakes  to  reward  an  employee 
inventor  for  inventions  of  outstanding 
value,  and  notifying  the  inventor  by  letter 
at  an  address  previously  given,  "  without 
guarantee  that  he  always  receives  the  let- 
ter." The  Committee  considers  that  there 
are  also  instances  when  both  employer  and 
employee  can  fairly  be  said  to  be  entitled 
to  a  share  in  the  benefits  of  an  invention, 
and  recommends  that,  where  a  dispute 
arises  as  to  the  ownership  of  the  invention 
of  an  employee,  or  a  patent  therefor,  the 
tribunal  should  be  expressly  required,  in 
any  case  in  which  it  is  not  satisfied  that 
either  party  is  entitled  to  the  whole  benefit 
of  the  invention  or  patent,  to  make  an 
order  apportioning  the  interest  in  or  benefit 
derivable  from  the  invention  or  patent 
between  the  parties,  "  in  such  manner  as 
it  may  deem  just."  Many  disputes  arise 
that  it  should  be  possible  to  settle,  whether 
there  is  a  written  agreement  or  not,  by  a 
simpler  and  cheaper  procedure  than  an 
action  in  the  High  Court,  and  it  is  accord- 
ingly recommended  that  provision  should 
be  made  in  the  Acts  for  disputes  of  this 
character  to  be  submitted,  by  consent  of 
both  parties,  to  the  Comptroller,  who 
should  be  empowered  to  determine  the  ques- 
tion at  issue,  and  to  make  an  order  for 
vesting  the  patent  either  exclusively  in  one 
or  other  of  the  parties,  or  jointly  in  both 
parties,  and  generally  to  impose  terms  con- 
sidered just,  but  subject  to  appeal. 

Date  of  Patent 

Confusion  has  arisen,  and  dissatisfaction 
been  caused,  by  the  date  of  a  patent  being 
taken  in  this  country  as  the  date  of  appli- 
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;ation.      It  is  suggested  that  the  date  of 
iling  the  complete  specification  should  be 
Teated  as  the  date  of  the  patent,  and  that 
i  separate  priority  date  should  be  accorded 
to  the  application  or  patent  where  a  pro- 
/isional  specification  has  been  lodged  with 
.he  application,  or  where  the  applicant  or 
Datentee  is  entitled  to  claim  priority  under 
.he  provisions  of  the  present  legislation. 
Accordingly,  where  any  claim  of  a  complete 
pecification  filed  after  a  provisional  specifi- 
:ation   is   challenged   on    the   ground  of 
anticipation  or  prior  claim,  and  the  appli- 
cant or  patentee  can  show  that  the  inven- 
tion   contained    in    that    claim    has  its 
_ounterpart  in  the  provisional  specification, 
md  that  that  specification  antedates  the 
document  cited,  he  will  be  able  to  defeat 
uch  objection.    Similarly,  in  the  case  of  a 
Convention    application    or    patent,  the 
)bjection  of  anticipation  can  be  defeated  if 
mmt  can  be  shown  that  the  invention  clainied 
(n  any  claim  against  which  an  anticipation 
cited   is   contained   in   the  antecedent 
pecification    on    which    the  Convention 
pplication  or  patent  is  based,  and  that 
uch  antecedent  specification  is  of  prior  date 
the  anticipation.      In  all  applications 
including    Convention    applications)  the 
late  finally  allowed  by  the  Comptroller  as 
he    date  of   filing  the  complete  specifi- 
ation  is  recommended  to  be  treated  as 
the  date  of  the  patent,"  from  which  the 
erm  of  the  patent,  and  liability  for  pay- 
nent   of  renewal   fees,   shall   run.

h\rd  Party  Rights 

The  Committee  reached  the  conclusions, 
ifter  carefully  considering  the  difficulties 


arising  with  third  parties  owing  to  the  fre- 
quent expiry  of  grants  before  orders  are 
made  extending  their  term,  that  complete 
discretion  as  to  the  conditions  uoon  which 
a  regrant  of  Letters  Patent  may  be  ordered 
should  be  retained  by  the  Court;  that  clear 
and  unambiguous  standard  conditions 
should  be  framed  to  afford  reasonable  pro- 
tection to  third  parties  who,  in  the  absence 
of  special  circumstances,  might  have  begun 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  subject-matter  of 
a  patent  after  the  date  of  expiry  of  the 
original  grant ;  that  the  standard  condi- 
tions should  be  inserted  in  all  orders  for 
regrant,  unless  either  the  patentee  or  an 
opponent  satisfy  the  Court  that  the  special 
facts  of  the  case  required  that  they  should 
be  relaxed  or  strengthened ;  and  that  it 
should  be  made  clear,  if  necessary  by  the 
insertion  of  suitable  words  in  Section  i8, 
that  any  person  had  a  right  to  be  heard  on 
the  application  for  extension  of  the  term  of 
a  patent  solely  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
to  the  attention  of  the  Court  special  cir- 
cumstances which  justified  the  insertion  of 
special  conditions  in  the  order  for  regrant, 
and  that  such  person  may  be  awarded  his 
costs  if  the  Court  is  satisfied  as  to  the 
reasonableness  of  his  case.  A  suggested 
wording  of  the  standard  conditions  is  given. 

Chemical  Patents 

A  number  of  important  recommendations 
are  made  limiting  and  defining  the  rights 
of  the  Crown  in  the  exploitation  of  patents, 
before  the  Committee  goes  on  to  deal  with 
chemical  products.  This  section  of  the 
Report  is  reproduced  in  full :  — 

According  to  subsection  (i)  of  Section  38A, 
substances  "  produced  by  chemical  processes  or 
intended  for  food  or  medicine  "  cannot  be 
claimed  per  se  in  the  specification.  Claims  are 
only  allowable  when  limited  to  particular  processes 
of  rianufacture.  This  limitation  was  introduced 
in  the  1919  Act,  mainly  on  account  of  the  num- 
erous broad  claims  for  new  dyestuffs  made  by 
German  inventors  in  British  patent  specifications. 

It  has  been  strongly  urged  that  this  limitation 
on  the  claiming  of  new  substances  should  be  re- 
moved as  not  being  in  accordance  with  modern 
technical  developments.  It  has  been  argued  that 
the  real  invention  lies  in  the  discovery  of  a  new 
substance,  with  new  and  useful  properties,  and 
that  the  process  of  manufacture  often  involves 
little  novelty  in  itself.  Many  valuable  new  sub- 
stances are  produced  by  synthesising  a  large  num- 
ber of  possible  compounds  by  known  methods  and 
then  determining  which  of  the  new  substances 
have  useful  properties.  It  has  also  been  pointed 
out  that  the  limitation  imposed  by  this  subsection 
has  little  practical  value,  and  that  it  merely  en- 
courages the  drafting  of  a  specification  to  cover 
all  conceivable  methods  of  manufacture,  so  that, 
in  effect,   it  is  the  substance   itself  and  not  the 
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process  of  manufacture  which  is  protected  by  the 
patent. 

Several  witnesses  also  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  phrase  "  obvious  chemical  equivalents  "  used 
in  this  subsection  is  indefinite  and  leads  to  diffi- 
culties in  interpretation.  It  has  also  to  be  recog- 
nised that  modern  scientific  developments,  such 
as  those  in  the  field  of  nuclear  physics  and 
chemistry,  will  considerably  increase  the  difficul- 
ties of  defining  "  chemical  processes."  The  defi- 
nition of  "  chemical  processes  "  is  fundamental 
for  the  operation  of  this  subsection,  as  it  pro- 
hibits the  claiming  of  substances  (other  than  food 
or  medicine)  only  when  they  are  made  by 
"  chemical  processes."  Substances  (other  than 
food  or  medicine)  made  by  physical  processes  can 
be  claimed  as  such,  and  the  claims  need  not  be 
limited  to  the  particular  process  of  manufacture. 
It  is,  for  example,  the  practice  to  grant  patents 
for  new  alloys  on  the  principle  that  they  are  pre- 
pared by  physical  processes,  even  though  it  may 
be  open  to  argument  in  some  cases  that  the 
formation  of  intermetallic  compounds  between 
constituents  of  the  alloy  should  be  regarded  as  a 
chemical  process. 

We  are  impressed  by  the  arguments  which  have 
been  advanced  in  support  of  the  proposal  for 
removing  this  limitation  on  the  claiming  of  new 
substances  produced  by  chemical  processes,  and  we 
recommend  that  this  limitation  be  repealed.  We 
also  consider  that  a  claim  for  a  new  substance 
should  always  be  deemed  to  exclude  the  same 
substance  when  found  in  nature. 

The  effect  of  granting  a  patent  for  a  new 
chemical  substance  will  clearly  be  to  give  the 
patentee  an  exclusive  right  to  manufacture  that 
substance.  Any  new  and  improved  process  for 
making  that  substance  which  may  be  subsequently 
discovered  would,  although  patentable,  infringe 
the  prior  patent,  and  could  only  be  operated 
under  licence  from  the  original  patentee.  In  our 
view,  however,  the  proposals  for  the  amendment 
of  Section  27  contained  in  our  Second  Interim 
Report  should  ensure  that  neither  the  later 
patentee  nor  the  public  would  be  deprived  of  the 
full  benefit  of  the  later  invention,  or  hindered  in 
using  it. 

The  reasons  for  removing  the  limitation  at 
present  imposed  upon  the  claiming  of  new  sub- 
stances produced  by  chemical  processes  do  not 
apply  with  the  same  force  in  the  case  of  sub- 
stances intended  for  food  or  medicine,  and  we 
should  have  been  inclined  to  leave  the  provisions 
of  this  Section  unaltered  in  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  food  and  medicine.  It  has,  however,  been 
pointed  out  that  there  may  be  many  cases  in 
which  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  determine 
whether  a  new  chemical  substance,  which  is 
capable  of  being  used  as  a  medicine  or  a  food,  as 
well  as  for  industrial  purposes,  is  to  be  treated 
as  a  chemical  substance,  which  may  be  claimed 
without  limitation  in  regard  to  process  of  manu- 
facture, or  whether  it  is  to  be  regarded  as  a 
medicine  or  food  which  can  only  be  claimed  in 
relation  to  a  particular  process  of  manufacture. 

The  choice,  therefore,  lies  between  retaining 
the  existing  limitation  on  the  claiming  of  chemical 
substances,  as  well  as  on  the  claiming  of  sub- 
stances used  for  food  or  medicine,  or  removing 
the   limitation  equally  in   the  case   of   all  new 


chemical  substances,  whether  they  are  used  for 
industrial  purposes  or  for  food  or  medicine. 

On  the  whole,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  is  preferable  to  remove  the  limitation 
equally  in  all  these  cases,  and  that  this  course  may 
be  safely  adopted  subject  to  the  retention  of  the 
provisions  of  subsection  (3)  which  directs  the 
Comptroller,  unless  he  sees  good  reason  to  the 
contrary,  to  grant  to  any  applicant  a  licence 
limited  to  the  use  of  the  invention  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  preparation  or  production  of  food  or 
medicine,  but  not  otherwise.  In  view  of  this 
decision  we  desire  to  withdraw  the  recommenda- 
tion contained  in  paragraph  65  of  our  Second 
Interim  Report,  suggesting  the  repeal  of  subsection 
(3)  of  Section  38A. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  proviso  which  pre- 
cludes the  claiming  of  admixtures  in  the  case  of 
food  and  medicine  should  be  extended  to  preclude 
the  claiming  of  any  mere  admixtures  resulting 
only  in  the  aggregation  of  the  known  properties 
of  the  ingredients  of  that  substance.  This  pro- 
vision would  probably  find  a  more  appropriate 
place  in  Section  75  of  the  Acts. 

If  our  recommendations  in  paragraph  95  are 
accepted,  subsection  (2)  of  Section  38 A  should  be 
cancelled. 

Joint  Ownership  of  Patents 

The  Committee  recommends  abandon- 
ment of  the  term  "  joint  tenants  "  in  favour 
of  "  co-owners  "  or  "  co-patentees."  It 
should  be  made  clear,  also,  that  the  rele- 
vant Section  applies,  not  only  to  the 
original  grantees  of  a  patent,  but  to  co- 
owners  of  all  kinds,  whether  original 
grantees  or  those  taking  by  assignment  or 
other  operation  of  law. 

Designs 

A  new  definition  is  suggested  for 
"design":  — 

"  Design  "  means  only  the  features  of  shape, 
configuration,  pattern  or  ornament  applied  to  an 
article  by  any  process  or  means  which  in  the 
finished  article  appeal  to  and  are  judged  solely  by 
the  eye;  but  does  not  include  a  mode  of  prin- 
ciple or  construction  nor  features  dictated  solely 
by  the  function  which  the  article  has  to  perform. 

"  Article  "  means  (as  respects  designs)  any 
article  of  manufacture,  and  shall  include  any  part 
of  an  article  which  is  made,  sold  or  otherwise 
dealt  with  as  a  separate  integer. 

It  is  also  recommended  in  the  Report  that 
the  Comptroller's  power  to  search  for 
novelty  should  be  "  more  definitely  con- 
ferred by  statutory  provision,"  without 
imposing  any  obligation  of  search  ;  that  the 
present  system  of  registration  in  specific 
classes  should  be  discontinued,  that  an 
applicant  should  merely  be  required  to 
specify  the  particular  article  in  respect  of 
which  he  seeks  registration  ;  and  that  the 
definition  of  "  copyright "  should  be 
amended  accordingly. 
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Use  of  Radioactive  Thorium.  — 

cases    of    mycosis    fungoides  have

treated  with  Thorium  X  by  Green  ("  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medi- 
cine," July,  p.  503).  200  units  of  the  pre- 
paration in  iso-propyl  alcohol  was  painted 
on  the  affected  area  once  a  week  for  six 
weeks.  The  itching  was  completely 
relieved,  but  after  many  weeks  scaly 
erythema  and  itching  returned.  A  course 
of  intravenous  injections  of  the  drug  was 
then  tried,  100  units  in  saline  being  given 
once  a  week  for  twelve  weeks.  Relief  was 
shown  by  both  patients  and  the  erythema 
of  one  patient  diminished.  A  differential 
blood  count  taken  before,  during,  and  after 
treatment,  showed  no  abnormality,  but  the 
injections  were  stopped,  and  use  of  the  pre- 
vious external  application  was  reverted  to. 

Streptomycin  in  Plague. — Streptomycin 
is  stated  by  Herbert  ("Lancet,"  May  10, 
p.  626)  to  inhibit  the  growth  of  the  plague 
bacillus  in  vitro.  In  concentrations  of 
three  units  per  mil  or  over,  the  compound 
brings  about  rapid  sterilisation  of  plague 
cultures.  In  mice  infected  subcutaneously 
with  a  virulent  plague  strain  in  dosages  suf- 
ficient to  kill  100  per  cent,  of  control 
animals,  two-and-a-half  day  courses  of 
streptomycin  injections  (800  units  per  day) 
given  (a)  immediately,  Xb)  twenty-four  hours 
later,  and  (c)  forty-eight  hours  after  infec- 
tion gave  85,  60  and  5  per  cent,  survivals 
respectively.  Three-and-a-half  day  courses 
of  40,000  units  per  kilo  per  day  gave  100 
per  cent,  survival,  even  when  administration 
was  delayed  for  forty-eight  hours.  The 
author  suggests  that  experiments  should  be 
done  on  human  plague. 

Streptomycin  Toxicity.  —  Farrington, 
Hull-Smith,  and  others  in  New  York  have 
investigated  the  toxicity  of  streptomycin  in 
a  group  of  tuberculous  subjects  who 
received  3  gm.  of  purified  streptomycin  sul- 
phate daily  for  1 20  days  ("  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,"  June  21, 
p.  679).  Highly  purified  samples  caused 
"  appreciably  less  irritation  "  at  the  site  of 
intra-muscular  injection  than  did  the  drug 
available  for  general  clinical  use.  Repeated 
intrathecal  injection  of  o.i  gm.  of  the  drug 
was  well  tolerated,  but  doses  of  0.2  to  0.375 
gm,  sometimes  produced  reactions  of  a 
potentially  serious  nature.  All  of  previously 
described  toxic  symptoms,  except  the 
"  histamine  reaction  "  were  observed  after 
the  use  of  the  highly  purified  drug.  Deaf- 


ness developed,  in  two  of  the  sixteen  sub- 
jects, and  in  three  persons  treated  subse- 
quently. 

Rheumatoid  Arthritis.  —  The  success- 
ful treatment  of  apparently  hopeless  cases 
of  rheumatoid  arthritis  by  administering 
transfusions  of  blood  taken  from  pregnant 
women  is  described  by  Barsi  ("British 
Medical  Journal,"  August  16,  p.  253). 
Twenty-eight  patients,  none  of  whom  had 
responded  to  other  methods  of  treatment, 
were  each  given  transfusions  of  300  mils  of 
citrated  blood,  the  transfusions  being 
repeated  several  times  according  to  the 
symptoms  of  improvement.  Eighteen 
patients  recovered,  or  showed  improvement 
which  came  "  with  dramatic  suddenness  " 
and  was  lasting  in  effect.  Twelve  patients 
remained  unchanged.  The  author  con- 
cludes that  there  are  some  cases  of  rheuma- 
toid arthritis  which  can  be  promptly  and 
permanently  cured  by  an  unknown 
material  circulating  in  the  blood  of  preg- 
nant women. 


FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 

Empire  Pharmacy  Qualifications 

(From  the  C.  &  D.,  September  11,  1897) 
In  previous  articles  we  have  endeavoured 
to  show  the  conditions  under  which  phar- 
macy is  practised  in  those  parts  of  the 
British  Empire  where  pharmacy  laws  are 
in  force,  and  a  striking  feature  about  the 
conditions  is  that  they  are  more  or  less 
related  to  those  imposed  by  the  Pharmacy 
Act  of  1868.  Whether  by  design  or  acci- 
dent, the  methods  by  which  chemists  and 
druggists  qualify  throughout  the  Empire  are 
in  essence  the  same.  The  differences  in 
detail  which  are  noticeable  occasionally  in 
the  colonies  are  generally  good.  The  pre- 
pupilage  Preliminary  examination  of  Tas- 
mania and  Victoria,  the  four-years' 
apprenticeship  in  the  majority  of  colonies 
and  dependencies,  and  the  collegiate  train- 
ing are  points  for  which  home  educationists 
have  agitated,  and  it  seems  unquestionable 
that  if  Imperial  Pharmaceutical  Reciprocity 
ever  comes  into  the  region  of  practical  poli- 
tics these  will  be  made  universal  conditions. 
But  we  do  not  conceal  from  ourselves  that 
we  are  still  far  from  a  businesslike  considera- 
tion of  the  matter.  A  letter  or  two  addressed 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  will  not  bring  it  about.

A  PHARMACEUTICAL  WORKS  IN  DUBLIN 


LIKE  its  parent  house  in  Liverpool, 
which  had  to  face  a  period  of  dis- 
organisation caused  by  war,  the  first 
overseas  subsidiary  company — in  Eire — of 
Evans  Medical  Supplies,  Ltd.,  had  a  suc- 
cession of  tribula- 
tions, all  within  the 
past  ei  ghte  en 
months.  The  first 
was  a  disastrous 
fire  at  the  North 
Wall  factory  and 
warehouses  in  Dub- 
lin in  July  1946, 
when  virtually  the 
entire  stocks  and 
plant  were  de- 
stroyed and  only 
the  records  saved. 
Mr.  William  R. 
Such  (managing 
director  of  the  Irish 
company)  had  barely  succeeded  in  finding 
a  suitable  new  premises  at  Distillery  Road, 
Dublin,  when  a  fourteen-week  strike  com- 
menced in  the  wholesale  trade.  Reverses 
of  this  kind,  it  is  hoped,  have  ended. 

The    new    Irish    headquarters,  though

located  in  open  surroundings,  with  a  belt  of 
green  fields  upon  its  north-western  side, 
is  within  two  miles  of  the  centre  of  the 
city.  It  covers  an  area  of  23,000  sq.  ft. 
and  is  all  on  one  floor.  The  administrative 
offices  are  located  on  the  right  of  the  en- 
trance. 

Labour-saving  Layout 

The  planning  of  the  storage  space 
is  along  methodical  labour-saving  lines, 
with  steel  shelving.  On  the  right-hand  side 
of  a  central  aisle  raw  materials  and  con- 
tainers are  received.  They  pass  direct  into 
the  manufacturing  and  filling  departments, 
and  from  there  to  the  counter-adjuncts, 
sundries  and  outwards  order  departments, 
finally  reaching  the  dispatch  department 
on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  building.  Two 
specially  built  vaults,  with  fireproof  steel 
doors,  have  been  constructed  at  the  end  of 
the  warehouse  to  house  highly  inflammable 
or  dangerous  substances  such  as  ether, 
acids,  etc..  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions. Beside  the  vaults  is  a  locked  D.D.A. 
storage  department.  A  laboratory  is  in 
course  of  construction.  Adjoining  the  ware- 
house is  a  staff  canteen.

Issues  Before  the  Branch 
Representatives 

T  is  evident  from  the  text  of  resolutions 
Iready  notified  as  being  on  the  agenda  for 
liscussion  at  the  Branch  Representatives' 
[leeting  at  Torquay  on  September  17,  that 
he  mood  of  members  is  critical.  Spokes- 
len  put  up  by  the  Council  to  present 
eports  on :  — 

(a)  Revision  of  the  Society's  constitu- 
tion ; 

(b)  The  proposed  prohibition  of  canvas- 
sing by  Council  candidates  ;  and 

(c)  Time  of  holding  the  annual  meeting 
ire,  like  the  chairman  of  the  Education 
:iommittee  (who  is  to  give  an  "  explana- 
ion "  of  the  changes  in  the  education 
egulations),  not  going  to  be  given  an  easy 
Dassage,  and  will  have  to  justify  their 
ictions  in  the  face  of  opposition. 

The  motions,  which  come  principally 
rom  the  Home  Counties  but  include  some 
rOm  as  far  away  as  Leeds  and  Durham, 
iover  a  fairly  wide  field  of  pharmaceutical 
territory,  but  have  in  common  a  dissatis- 
action  by  the  movers  with  the  way  in 
which  the  Society's  affairs  are  being 
handled.  Dartford,  for  example,  demands 
"  much  more "  space  in  the  Society's 
weekly  periodical  for  branch  reports,  with 
'  special  emphasis  on  discussions  and 
criticisms,"  the  implication  being  that 
items  unpalatable  to  the  powers-that-be  are 
excluded  from  or  minimised  in  the  columns 
of  our  contemporary.  Into  the  validity  of 
that  criticism  it  would  be  invidious  for  us 
to  enter,  except  to  the  extent  of  pointing 


out  once  more  how  desirable  it  is,  when 
such  fears  are  prevalent,  that  publicity 
should  be  available,  as  with  reports  of 
Council  meetings,  through  completely 
independent  channels.  It  may  be  pertinent 
to  mention  at  this  juncture  that  the  circu- 
lation of  the  C.  &  D.,  to  which  no  reader 
is  under  any  sort  of  compulsion  to  sub- 
scribe, is  at  as  high  a  level  today  as  ever  it 
has  been,  despite  paper  restrictions,  a  fact 
that  seems  to  indicate  a  widespread  desire 
among  pharmacists  to  know  as  much  as 
possible  of  what  is  going  on. 

Over-centralisation  Fears 

Behind  a  Leeds  resolution  seeking  a 
higher  grant  to  branches  for  local  organisa- 
tion, and  demanding  the  sanction  of  a  two- 
thirds  majority  of  branch  representatives 
for  any  constitutional  changes,  lies  an  evi- 
dent anxiety  to  prevent  over-centralisation 
within  the  Society  with  its  attendant  danger 
that  decisions  may  be  taken  by  a  few  in 
London  against  the  real  wishes  of  the 
Society's  members,  but  without,  in  turn, 
much  possibility  of  rectifying  them  once 
they  have  been  reached  and  set  in  opera- 
tion. Similar  fears  underlie  both  the  call 
by  Harrow  that  the  annual  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  shall  henceforth  be 
separated  from  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  and  not  held  in  the  less- 
readily-accessible  places  to  which  at  times 
the  Conference,  for  its  own  special  reasons, 
repairs ;  and  a  resolution  from  East  Kent 
on  the  recurrent  topic  of  territorial  repre- 
sentation. It  will  be  apparent  that  the 
venue  of  the  current  Conference  lends 
colour  to  the  first  fear,  causing  greater 
hardship  on  a  Scottish  branch,  for  example, 
in  time  of  absence  of  its  representatives 
than  on  a  Southern  branch.  We  under- 
stand, and  appreciate,  the  point  of  view, 
but  are  doubtful  if  the  proposed  divorce 
would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  pro- 
fession. Admittedly  the  sacrifice  to  indivi- 
dual members  called  upon  to  attend  the 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting  would  in 
many  instances  be  less,  but  the  expense  of 
arranging  two  assemblies,  involving  as  it 
would  two  series  of  social  events  that  are 
now  shared,  would  make  the  cost  to  phar- 
macy as  a  whole  very  much  higher  than  at 
present. 
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East  Kent  is  demanding  also  that  the 
Council  should  abandon  a  proposed  by-law 
forbidding  election  candidates  to  canvass. 
The  intended  ban  is  based  on  the  view  that 
for  a  learned  body  to  allow  its  members  to 
solicit  support  for  a  policy  is  derogatory  to 
its  dignity.  For  two  reasons  this  opinion, 
even  disregarding  the  quite  tenable  line  of 
argument  that  learned  bodies  might  be  the 
better  for  a  degree  of  controversiality  and 
competition  in  the  election  of  their  legis- 
lators, is  based  upon  fallacious  reasoning. 
First,  the  Society  is  not  a  learned 
body.  The  principal  functions  of  its  Coun- 
cil are  (i)  benevolence,  which  is  political,  or 
at  any  rate  social,  though  certainly  not 
academic ;  (2)  education  which,  whatever 
Mr.  Maplethorpe  may  say,  is  political, 
affecting  the  status  and  recruitment  of  the 
profession ;  and  (3)  law  enforcement,  which 
ought  certainly  to  be  outside  politics  but  is 
equally  certainly  not  a  cultural  matter. 
Secondly,  the  learned  Societies  have 
different  functions. 

We  hope  the  opposition  to  the  proposal 
will  be  pressed,  for  while  it  is  not  denied 
that  the  motives  of  those  who  wish  to 
suppress  canvassing  are  of  the  loftiest,  the 
ultimate  effect  of  their  proposed  by-law  can 
all  too  easily  be  that  the  Council  de- 
generates into  an  eminently  respectable, 
docile  and  uncritical  instrument  of  its 
permanent  officials.  If  there  is  to  be  no 
advocacy,  then  ipso  facto  there  are  no 
policies. 

Finally  we  may  refer  to  the  Durham 
County  resolution  deploring  the  adoption 
of  the  new  education  policy  without  its  hav- 
ing first  been  studied  and  discussed  in  the 
Branches.  This  is  the  most  critical  of  all, 
and  a  welcome  indication  that  the  spirit  of 
independence  and  protest  is  still  very  much 
alive,  for  the  Education  Committee's 
chairman  had  decreed  that  the  subject  was 
not  one  for  discussion.  Fearing  opposition, 
he  consented  to  "  explain  "  the  new  provi- 
sions but  clamped  down  on  the  opportunity 
for  airing  any  opinions.  The  Council, 
whether  stunned  or  fascinated  by  his 
eloquence,  acquiesced  in  this  course,  and 
that  would  have  been  the  nice,  quiet  end  of 
the  matter  if  this  northern  branch  had  not 
tabled  its  resolution.   Whatever  next !

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PHARMACY  IN  WEST  CHINA 

he  Editor  has  received  the  following  letter  from  Dr.  E.  N.  Meuser, 
West  China  Union  University,  Chengtu 


Sir, — It  may  be  of  interest  to  our 
lends  among  the  readers  of  the  C.  &  D. 
>  know  that  I  have  arrived  back  on  the 
ampus  of  the  West  China  Union  Univer- 
ty,  Chengtu,  and  have  resumed  my  work 
L  the  Department  of  Pharmacy  laid  down 
hen  leaving  for  furlough  in  England, 
anada  and  U.S.A.,  just  over  a  year  ago. 
lany  changes  have  taken  place  in  West 
hina  since  the  end  of  the  war  owing  to 
le  return  of  the  many  war  refugees  in  this 
art  of  "  free  "  China  to  their  native  pro- 
inces  in  Central,  East,  North  and  South 
hina.  During  some  seven  years  of  the 
ar  there  were  four  guest  universities  on 
le  Campus  of  the  West  China  Union 
University.  All  have  now  left.  We  find  our- 
Ives  fully  "  on  the  map "  and  recog- 
ised  as  an  educational  institution  of 
[most  unlimited  promise  because  of  our 
nique  position  in  this  vast  western  area 
ith  its  population  of  over  lOO  million 
eople.  Student  enrolment  has  more  than 
oubled  itself  on  the  pre-wat  figures, 

ost-war  Problems 

The  three  divisions  of  the  department, 
amely  school,  research  and  experimental 
rug  manufacture  (or  business  division),  are 
t  present  occupied  with  the  many  prob- 
ms  of  the  post-war  transition  period  in 
jhabilitation,  reconstruction,  and  the 
bvious  need  to  develop  pharmaceutical 
ducation  and  practice  so  as  to  meet  the 
ver-increasing  demand.  In  face  of  the  need 
e  are  experiencing  a  stark  inadequacy  of 
laterials.  Supplies  of  equipment,  re- 
gents, chemicals,  library  books  and 
ournals,  have  been  drastically  depleted 
wing  to  the  war.  Reconstruction  is,  of 
ourse.  proceeding  as  rapidly  as  resources 
ermit.  The  school,  research,  and  manufac- 
uring  laboratories  all  need  help. 

The  situation  was  anticipated.  While 
n  furlough  in  Canada  and  America  dur- 
ng  1946,  and  while  in  England  on  my  way 
o  Canada  in  1945.  I  did  my  utmost  to 
nform  those^  engaged  in  pharmacy  and 
allied  work  in  English-speaking  countries 
egarding  the  post-war  programme,  and  to 
hterest  them  if  possible  in  taking  an  active, 
o-operative  part  in  the  task.  I  take  this 
pportunity  of  thanking  those  who  gave 

uch-needed  encouragement  and  help, 
specially     those     in     charge     of  the 


colleges  and  schools  of  pharmacy 
who  co-operated  by  granting  fellowships, 
scholarships  or  assistantships  for  Chinese 
pharmacists  abroad.  We  are  particularly 
indebted  to  the  Wellcome  trustees  for 
timely  and  generous  financial  support  in  the 
research  division  of  the  West  China  Union 
University  department  of  pharmacy,  and 
for  a  fellowship  for  a  graduate  of  the 
department  for  special  study,  work  and 
observation  of  pharmacy  in  England.  Co- 
operation with  pharmacy  in  China  will,  we 
believe,  prove  of  mutual  benefit  to  all  con- 
cerned. We  regret  that  British  manufac- 
turers have  not  been  able  to  avail  them- 
selves to  a  greater  extent  of  business  oppor- 
tunities in  this  tremendous  section  of  the 
country.  The  laboratories  of  the  depart- 
ment of  pharmacy  of  this  university  can 
give  assistance  to  any  British  company  inter- 
ested in  pharmaceutical  or  allied  trade  in 
China.  I  shall  always  be  glad  to  hear  from 
any  friend  who  can  find  time  to  write  ;  and 
would  also  appreciate  a  letter  from  any 
pharmacist  of  Chinese  or  other  nationality 
interested  in  joining  us  here  in  our  pro- 
gramme of  developing  modern  pharmaceu- 
tical education  in  China.  My  address  is  :

Making  the  Treatment  Fit  the  Case? — 
You  still  read  about  clinical  trials  of  new 
drugs  in  which  it  is  cheerfully  assumed  that 
every  drop,  tablet,  or  capsule  written  up 
on  the  bed-letter  must  have  reached  the 
patient's  tum-tum,  so  my  first  and  last  bit 
of  research  may  be  of  interest.  It  was  sug- 
gested by  somebody  that  I  should  try  a  cer- 
tain barbiturate  in  the  chorea  ward.  .  .  .  We 
had  about  a  dozen  cases,  so  I  wrote  the 
stuff  up  on  the  bed-letter  and  stood  back 
for  results.  Roughly  they  came  to  this : 
in  severe  chorea  the  drug  had  absolutely  no 
effect ;  in  the  rest  it  produced  a  drug  fever 
with  morbilliform  rash  after  five  to  ten 
days,  and  as  the  rash  cleared  the  chorea 
went  too,  ...  I  learnt  the  explanation 
ten  years  later.  .  .  .  Sister  had  heard  about 
this  drug,  and  thought  it  dangerous  stuff, 
io  she  gave  it  herself — full  doses  to  the 
slight  and  moderate  cases,  and  none  at  all 
to  the  severe." — Peripatetic  Correspondent 
in  the  "  Lancet."

Ammonia  for   Hospital   Treatment. — 

At  an  inquest  at  Wakefield,  recently,  on  a 
fifty-eight-year-old  woman,  it  was  stated 
that  she  had  taken  ammonia  in  the  hope  of 
being  removed  to  hospital,  from  which  she 
wanted  ear  treatment.  A  doctor  gave  evi- 
dence that  death  was  due  to  diabetes 
accelerated  by  ammonia  poisoning ;  there 
was  no  record  of  any  ear  disease.  A  verdict 
of  misadventure  was  returned. 

Disinfectant    Instead    of    Calamine. — 

At  an  inquest  at  Birmingham  recently  it  was 
stated  that  a  ward  sister  at  Queen  Elizabeth 
Hospital,  Birmingham,  applied  disinfectant 
to  a  scald  dressing  in  mistake  for  calamine 
lotion,  which  was  stored  in  a  similar  bottle. 
Next  day  the  patient  was  found  in  a  col- 
lapsed condition,  and  later  died  from 
inflammation  of  the  kidneys  following  ab- 
sorption of  the  disinfectant  through  the 
damaged  skin.  A  verdict  of  death  by  mis- 
adventure was  recorded. 

Mistaken  Label.  —  At  a  Cumberland 
inquest  held  recently  on  a  two-and-a-half- 
year  old  child,  a  witness  stated  that  cam- 
phorated oil  had  been  given  in  mistake  for 
glycerin.  The  coroner  stated  that,  although 
the  bottle  was  marked  "  for  external  use 
only,"  it  was  not  labelled  "  Poison  "  and 
could  very  easily  be  mistaken  for  a  similar 
bottle  containing  non-toxu  substances.  He 
suggested  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  be  approached  on  the  matter  of  a 
more  distinctive  marking. 

Doctor  Bought  Barbitone. — At  an  in- 
quest held  at  Cambridge  recently  on  a  local 
doctor,  a  public  analyst  stated  that,  from  a 
post-mortem  examination,  it  was  evident 
that  a  poisonous  dose  of  barbitone  had  been 
taken.  A  family  witness  stated  that  the 
doctor  had  been  taking  barbitone  tablets  for 
several  years ;  according  to  a  police  witness 
he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  buying  bottles 
of  lOO  tablets  of  barbitone.  A  verdict  was 
returned  of  accidental  death  through  in- 
advertently taking  an  overdose. 

Death  in  Animal  Dispensary.  —  At  an 

inquest  held  at  Friern  Barnet  recently  on 
the  proprietor  of  a  pet  shop  at  Finchley, 
it  was  stated  that  the  police,  on  forcing  an 
entry  into  the  pet  shop,  found  his  body 
lying  on  the  floor  of  the  dispensary.  Both 
surgery  and  dispensary  were  in  a  state  of 
disorder  with  animal  medicine  bottles  spilt 
on  the  floor.  Near  the  body  were  empty 
cartons  of  Nembutal  and  phenobarbitone 
tablets.    A  verdict  was  returned  that  the 


shopkeeper  had  committed  suicide  whiLUctltes  ^'^ ' 
the  balance  of  the  mind  was  disturbed. 


Iron  Poisoning. — At  an  inquest  held  a 
Greenwich  recently  on  a  sixteen-year-olc 
girl,  a  pathologist  stated  that  the  girl  hac 
died  from  iron  poisoning  after  taking  j 
number  of  iron  tonic  tablets  prescribed  fo 
her  mother.  Dr.  H.  M.  Walker  (directo*^;^,^.^^ 
of  research  for  the  makers  of  the  tablets).  * 
said  that  research  was  being  done  or 
possible  poisonous  constituents  in  the 
tablets  and  a  report  on  the  findings  would 
be  published  soon.  It  was  remarkable,  he 
stated,  that,  during  300  years'  use  of  iron  as 
a  tonic,  no  case  of  iron  poisoning  had  been 
mentioned  in  literature.  A  verdict  of  death 
from  misadventure  was  returned. 

Death  from  Sleeping  Tablets. — A  ver 

diet  of  suicide  while  the  balance  of  the 
mind  was  disturbed  was  returned  at  a 
Walthamstow  inquest  recently  on  a  local 
shopkeeper.  Mr.  Charles  Williams,  a  direc 
tor  of  a  Walthamstow  firm  of  chemists,  said 
that  he  sold  a  bottle  of  Nembutal  capsules 
to  Mr.  Levy  on  the  evening  before  his 
death.  Mr.  Percy  Willcocks,  a  local  phar 
macist,  described  the  dosage  and  purpose  of 
the  capsules  and  a  Home  Office  analyst  said 
he  found  che  equivalent  of  gr.  30  of  a  poison 
of  the  barbiturate  group,  which  could  have 
been  Nembutal,  in  the  dead  man.  "  I  am 
satisfied  that  he  has  taken  the  capsules  or 
the  greater  part  of  them,  and  I  shall  return 
a  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  the  balance 
of  the  mind  was  disturbed,"  the  Coroner 
said. 

Cyanide  for  Wasps.  —  A  verdict  of 
"  Death  from  cyanide  poisoning,  self 
administered,  while  the  balance  of  her 
mind  was  disturbed,"  was  returned  at  a 
Wrexham  inquest  held  recently  on  Mrs. 
Mary  Anne  Wynne,  Wrexham.  A  patholo- 
gist said  the  stomach  contained  8-10  gr.  of 
a  cyanide,  equivalent  to  from  4-5  gr.  of 
prussic  acid.  The  minimum  lethal  dose 
was  less  than  one  grain.  The  doctor  who 
conducted  the  post-mortem  examination  Hmie 
said  that  there  were  indications  that  the 
poison  had  been  taken  in  a  crystalline 
form.  The  woman's  husband  said  that  he 
had  bought  a  quantity  of  sodium  cyanide 
in  crystalline  form  from  an  Oswestry 
chemist  to  exterminate  wasps.  At  home 
he  transferred  it  to  a  jar,  which  he  labelled. 
The  jar  was  kept  on  a  shelf  in  the  back 
kitchen  and  he  had  told  his  wife  about  it. 
He  was  surprised  to  find  the  jar  empty.

When  goods  are  purchased  in  the  same 
orm  in  which  they  are  resold,  the  reorder- 
ng  point  is  usually  governed  by  the  main- 
nance  of  stocks  at  a  level  sufficient  to 
over  the  sales  in  excess  of  the  period  be- 
ween  the  giving  out  of  an  order  and  the 
eceipt   of   the   goods.     Unless  sufficient 
tocks  are  carried,  deliveries  could  not  be 
.ade  promptly,  and  goodwill  might  be 
amaged.     Deterioration  should  be  taken 
nto  consideration,  and  urgent  supplies  of 
ome  of  the  smaller  sellers  bought  locally 
hen  required. 

Cash  Balancing 

My  cash  book  is  ruled  with  three  money 
columns  on  the  receipts  side  and  eight 
columns  on  the  payments  side,  and  I  like 
to  balance  at  the  end  of  each  day.  The 
debit  columns  are  used  for  recording  cash 


sales  {shop  takings),  other  receipts  {including 
sums  paid  by  credit  customers),  and  the 
cheques  drawn,  while  the  payments  are 
classified  for  ledger-posting  purposes.  As  I 
am  usually  a  few  shillings  short  or  a  few 
pence  over,  it  would  he  helpful  to  know 
how  my  cash  book  should  be  balanced  and 
the  discrepancies  dealt  with." — Proprietor. 

When  there  is  a  discrepancy  between  the 
cash  book  balance  and  the  actual  amount 
of  cash  in  hand,  the  entries  should  be 
checked,  and  if  it  is  impossible  to  locate 
the  error  an  adjustment  should  be  made. 
For  instance,  if  a  small  amount  of  cash  is 
short  at  the  end  of  the  day,  the  amount 
should  be  entered  on  the  payments  side  of 
the  cash  book,  with  the  words  "  by  cash 
short."  This  should  be  extended  into  the 
"  private  drawings  "  column.  When  cash 
is  over,  an  entry  is  needed  on  the  receipts 
side  of  the  cash  book,  giving  the  date  and 
the  words  "  to  cash  over." 

Buying  a  Business 

"  Could  you  indicate  the  lines  along 
which  the  investigation  of  a  chemist's  busi- 
ness should  proceed  where  an  intending 
buyer  has  been  attracted  by  an  advertise- 
ment in  which  the  vendor  offers  to  sell  out 
at  an  all-in  price? — E.  E.  A." 

Before  deciding  to  buy  a  business,  the 
vendor's  books  and  accounts  should  be 
inspected,  special  attention  being  given  to 
items  of  cash  received  from  outside  sources 
as  distinct  from  business  income.  The 
invoices  rendered  by  suppliers  will  give  a 
good  idea  of  the  nature  and  cost  of  the 
trade  purchases,  and  the  weekly  returns 
should  be  examined  and  analysed.  When 
all  matters  relating  to  trade,  expenses  and 
profit  margins  have  been  investigated,  the 
purchaser  should  be  guided  by  the  vendor's 
character  and  any  motive  he  may  have  for 
disposing  of  the  business  or  for  failing  to 
keep  a  proper  set  of  books.  If  the  business 
carries  a  lease,  .  a  solicitor  should  be 
employed  to  prepare  the  assignment,  and 
when  the  valuation  has  been  completed  the 
payment  should  be  made  as  laid  down  in 
the  contract.  The  assets  and  liabilities 
taken  over  should  be  recorded  as  a  "  Pur- 
chase of  Business  Account,"  the  assets  being 
debited  in  ledger  accounts  and  the 
liabilities  credited. 
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THE  OUTLOOK  FOR  PHARMACEUTICAL 
EDUCATION 

By  William  Cooper,  Ph.C.  (head  of  the  pharmacy  department, 
Merchant  Venturers'  Technical  College,  Bristol) 


It  is  in  the  highest  degree  satisfactory  to 
observe  the  great  interest  that  was  evoked 
by  the  pubUcation  by  the  Education  Com- 
mittee of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
their  interim  and  final  reports  (see  C.  &  D., 
March  8,  p.  284  and  April  12,  p.  407).  Too 
often,  I  feel,  the  reception  of  such  changes 
has  merely  exemplified  the  extraordinary 
ease  with  which  the  many  are  governed  by 
the  few.  Nothing  will  be  lost  and  in  fact 
much  will  be  gained  by  a  full  and  frank 
discussion,  both  in  the  Council  and  outside, 
of  all  the  implications  of  the  proposals.  If 
the  discussion  is  to  realise  its  full  value,  any 
tendency  to  impute  selfish  motives  to  fellow- 
pharmacists  who  venture  to  express  opinions 
different  from  our  own  should  be  vigorously 
excluded,  because,  in  the  first  place,  such 
suggestions  are  almost  entirely  without 
foundation,  and,  in  the  second  place,  they 
have  a  tendency  to  stifle  the  discussion  by 
deterring  many  of  the  quieter  sort  of  people 
from  putting  forward  their  views. 

Extended  Qualifying  Course 

I  think  that  the  extension  of  the  Quali- 
fying course  to  two  years  will  probably  be 
accepted  without  much  discussion  as  both 
necessary  and  desirable.  An  examination 
of  the  pass  lists  shows  that  a  majority  of  the 
candidates  need  more  than  one  year's 
training  to  reach  the  required  standard  on 
the  present  syllabus,  whilst  the  demand  for 
post-graduate  part-time  courses  on  sterilisa- 
tion by  filtration  and  aseptic  dispensing 
indicates  that  many  practising  pharmacists 
appreciate  the  necessity  for  an  overhaul  and 
extension  of  the  training  at  present  avail- 
able to  candidates  for  the  Qualifying 
examination. 

Raising  the  standard  of  entrance  to  that 
of  the  University  Intermediate  examina- 
tions is  likely  to  be  vigorously  contested, 
because  many  believe  that  it  will  reduce  the 
number  of  entrants  to  an  extent  that  will 
jeopardise  the  pharmaceutical  service  and 
bring  about  some  form  of  dilution.  Those 
who  fear  this  outcome  point  out  that  the 
present  system,  with  its  mixture  of  trading 
and  professional  service,  has  resulted  in  the 
opening  of  at  any  rate  one  pharmacy  in 
even  the  smallest  towns  and  in  some  of  the 
larger  villages,  in  a  way  that  purely  pro- 
fessional practice  could  not  have  done,  and 


that  this  valuable  service  will  not  be  satis 
factorily  replaced  by  clinics,  which  ob 
viously  cannot  be  equally  widely  extended 
This  is  a  perfectly  genuine  pomt  of  viev 
and  it  is  held  by  many  who  would  clearl> 
gain  financially  by  a  reduction  in  competi 
tion.  My  personal  opinion,  however,  is  tha 
the  reduction  is  unlikely  to  assume  seriou! 
proportions.  Past  experience  has  showr 
that  raising  the  standard  of  the  entrance 
examination  does  reduce  the  number  o^ 
entrants  for  a  time,  but  that  the  return  to 
normal  is  not  unduly  delayed. 

The  increasing  educational  facilities  wil 
result  in  a  far  higher  proportion  of  students 
remaining  at  their  secondary  schools  to  take 
the  Higher  School  Certificate  examination. 
Technical  schools  afford  facilities  for  many 
others  to  take  the  external  Intermediate 
B.Sc.  examination  of  London  University, 
,  and  the  demand  for  places  in  these  classes, 
already  great,  is  rising  rapidly.  The  young 
people  who  reach  the  required  standard  by 
either  of  these  routes  will  have  been  able  to 
do  so  without  prematurely  deciding  exactly 
what  is  to  be  their  life's  work.  That  must 
be  a  good  thing  for  them  and  therefore,  in 
the  long  run,  will  be  a  good  thing  for 
everyone. 

Recruitment  to  the  Profession 

Will  a  sufficient  number  of  students 
desire  to  enter  our  own  profession?  I  think 
so.  Pharmacy  is  a  very  satisfying  calling, 
offering  so  many  opportunities  for  service 
along  different  lines  that  it  should  continue 
to  attract  the  right  type  of  individual  in 
sufficient  numbers.  Many  will  become 
graduates,  but  I  fail  to  see  anything  in- 
compatible m  the  possession  of  a  degree  and 
the  runnmg  of  any  decent  pharmacy.  Those 
amongst  us  who  like  people,  bright  sur- 
roundings, and  variety  in  their  work  will 
not  necessarily  be  diverted  from  it  by  an 
extension  in  the  number  of  years  of  academic 
study.

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STUDENTS'  VIEWS  ON  EDUCATIONAL  POLICY

More  Than  Technicians 


I9SATISFACTION  with  Several  aspects  of 
armaceutical  education  was  the  motive 
hich  prompted  the  formation  of  the  British 
armaceutical    Students'    Association  in 
43,  and  for  that  reason  students  and  re- 
ntly  qualified  pharmacists  welcome  the 
oposals    announced    by    the  Education 
ommittee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
ouncil   and   due   to  be  put  before  the 
eeting  of  the  Branch  Representatives  at 
orquay  on  September  17,  if  only  at  long 
St   the   Society  has   faced   the  degree- 
iploma  controversy.     Years  ago  it  must 
ave  been  apparent  that  the  Pharmaceuti- 
al  Chemist  qualification  would  eventually 
ecome  a  mere  appendage  to  the  degree, 
n  encouraging  registration   through  the 
egree    the    Council    has    admitted  this 
evelopment.  The  degree  has  won  the  day. 
n  face  of  the  suggested  university  entrance 
equirem^nts  and  university  Intermediate, 
becomes  pointless  for  the  Society  to  place 
s  diploma  in  competition  with  the  univer- 
"ty  degree. 

The  only  suggested  reform  in  the  report 
hat  is  not  necessarily  logical  is  the  ex- 
^nsion  of  the  training  for  the  minimum 
ualification  from  a  one-  to  a  two-year 
ost-intermediate  course.    Pharmacists  who 
ave  qualified  since   the  introduction  of 
oology  and  physiology  in  1937.  since  the 
eatly  increased  importance  placed  upon 
acteriology  and  aseptic  work  from  about 
940,  and  since  publication  of  the  seven 
ddenda  to  the  B.P.,  will  agree  that  some- 
hing  of  the  sort  must  be  done.  The  course 
oday  is  grossly  overloaded  and  scrappy.  A 
ourth  term,  or  an  eighteen  months'  course, 
ight  alleviate  the  position,  but  neither 
suggestion  is  workable.    A  two-year  course 
is,  in  fact,  the  only  practical  solution.  Is 
the  change  a  much  greater  advance  than 
the  introduction  of  written  examinations 
and  compulsory  courses  of  study  in  1925? 
Perhaps,  but  can  pharmacy  afford  to  lag 
behind   whilst   other  professions   and  the 
nation  make  educational  advances?     It  is 
no  solution  to  retain  the  present  length  of 
the  Chemist  and  Druggist  course  by  elimi- 
nating what  has  been  termed  "  extraneous 
material."    The  inclusion  in  a  curriculum 
of  material  which  may  not  appear  to  be  of 
everyday  value  is  not  peculiar  to  phar- 
macy.    It  is,  I  believe,  common  to  any 
training  that  seeks  to  avoid  the  production 
of  mere  technicians. 


It  seems,  however,  unwarranted  to  assume 
that  many  pharmacists  are  much  more  than 
technicians.  Xrayser  observed  (C.  &  D., 
March  15,  p.  271)  that  the  interim  report 
did  not  give  the  pharmacist  much 
credit  for  his  conduct  in  the  past. 
One  can  sympathise  with  his  point  of 
view.  But  whose  fault  is  it  that  so 
much  sterile  dispensing  has  passed  into  the 
hands  of  the  manufacturer  and,  in  parti- 
cular, that  the  latter  has  been  called  upon 
to  supply  sterile  distilled  water?  Why  has 
there  been  such  a  commotion  over  the  dis- 
pensing of  penicillin  preparations,  and  why 
is  contact  with  local  doctors,  which  can 
give  so  much  professional  satisfaction,  so 
often  non-existent?  It  would  be  unreason- 
able to  blame  all  this  on  to  the  present 
C.  and  D.  course.  There  is  always  the  ques- 
tion of  "  a  little  learning  .  .  .  .  "  On 
many  occasions  I  have  been  struck  by  the 
greater  professional  outlook  of  the  Ph.C.  or 
degree  student. 

The  only  aspect  of  the  new  proposals 
which,  in  my  view,  is  open  to  question  is 
the  establishment  of  a  Fellowship  of  the 
Society.  If  this  is  not  handled  with  the 
greatest  care,  what  will  it  mean?  One 
hopes  it  will  not  become,  judged  as  a  quali- 
fication, so  useless  as  the  Society's  post 
qualification  diplomas  in  biochemical  and 
in  pharmaceutical  analysis. 

Widest  Discussion  Essential 

All  will  realise  the  importance  of  main- 
taining a  satisfactory  entry  into  pharmacy, 
and  will  recognise  the  Council's  responsi- 
bility in  making  what  are  probably  irrevoc- 
able decisions.  For  these  reasons  the  widest 
discussion  is  essential  in  the  Branches, 
though  not  to  the  extent,  in  my  view,  of 
delaying  the  dates  suggested  for  the 
changes. 

Ever-open  Door.  —  I  should  like  to  see 
some  shops  selling  their  wares  by  ni?ht  as 
well  as  day  ;  and  this  could  be  done  with- 
out anyone's  having  to  work  even  a 
quarter  of  a  minute  longer  than  at  present. 
In  the  same  way  I  should  like  to  see  a 
plan  for  staggering  that,  without  adding  to 
anybody's  work,  would  keep  a  certain  num- 
ber of  shops  open  during  the  afternoon  on 
half-holidays. — Robert  Lynd  in  the  "  News 
Chronicle." 
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CHEMICAL  CONGRESS  LECTURES 

{Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  September  6,  p.  291) 


Bacteriostasis  by  Acridines. — A.  Albert. 
■ — -Examination  of  a  series  of  107  acridine 
derivatives  showed  that  effective  bacterio- 
stasis took  place  only  when  the  drug  was 
at  least  60  per  cent,  ionised  (at  37°C.).  By 
carrying  out  bacteriostatic  tests  at  various 
pK  values,  it  was  found  that  the  most  likely 
mode  of  action  of  the  acridine  antibacterials 
was  that  they  compete  with  hydrogen  ions 
for  some  essential  position  on  a  bacterial 
surface.  The  site  in  question  is  probably 
a  feebly-ionising  acidic  group. 

Chemical  Depilatories. — Frank  Atkins. 
— For  practical  purposes,  human  hair  may 
be  assumed  to  consist  substantially  of  kera- 
tin, which  is  insoluble  in  water,  acids, 
alkalis,  and  organic  solvents.  The  active 
ingredients  of  a  chemical  depilatory  must 
be  capable  of  attacking  and  reducing  this 
keratin  so  that  it  swells  and  becomes  gela- 
tinous, and  easily  removable  by  scraping 
with  a  spatula.  Alkali  reducing  agents  are 
commonly  employed  for  the  purpose.  The 
author  discussscd  questions  such  as  the  form 
the  final  product  should  take,  suitable 
perfume,  choice  of  emulsifier,  etc. 

Enzymes  Combined  With  Substrates. — 
H.  N,  Rydon. — Differences  in  the  inhibi- 
tory activity  towards  bacteria  of  isomeric 
metabolite  analogues  must  arise  from  differ- 
ences in  their  affinity  for  the  bacterial 
enzyme  acting  in  the  nomal  metabolite.  By 
studying  the  inhibitory  powers  of  complete 
series  of  isomers  and  correlating  the  results 
with  the  known  electronic  effects  of  the 
substituent  groupings  it  has  been  found 
possible,  in  certain  cases,  to  deduce  the 
nature  of  the  combination  between  the  nor- 
mal metabolite  and  the  bacterial  enzyme  of 
which  it  is  the  substrate.  Studies  of  the 
inhibitory  action  of  the  seven  isomeric 
methylindoles  on  Salmonella  typhi  (Fildes 
and  Rydon,  "  British  Journal  of  Experi- 
mental Pathology,"  in  the  press)  have  led 
to  the  conclusion  that  indole  combines  with 
the  tryptophane-synthesising  enzyme. 

Ammonium  Disinfectants.  —  Resuggan 
and  Davis. — Long  chain  quaternary  am- 
monium compounds  have  been  in  use  as 
wetting  agents  and  disinfectants  for  several 
years,  and  in  general  the  C12-C18  chains  or 
equivalent  groups  have  been  employed  to 
confer  the  necessary  hydrophobic  qualities 
upon  the  cation.  In  all  cases  the  hypophobic 
chain  has  conferred  considerable  foaming 
power  on  solutions.  By  substituting  for  die 
single  long  chain  two  shorter  chains  in  a 


quaternary  ammonium  compound,  abili  _ 
to  form  stable  foams  in  all  but  relatively 
high  concentrations  is  destroyed.  Whei 
suitable  chains  are  used,  the  compound  ha; 
considerable  bactericidal  and  wetting 
powers.  Di-n-octyldimethylammonium  bro- 
mide has  been  prepared  and  used  for  in- 
dustrial sterilising  detergency  operations  in 
circumstances  where  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  avoid  foam  formation.  Three 
patent  applications  have  been  lodged. 

Glycerol  Muscle-relaxants. — W.  Brad- 
ley.— At  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  r. 
detailed  study  has  been  made  of  the  ethers 
of  glycerol  as  therapeutic  substances  because 
of  their  low  toxicity  and  ease  of  prepara- 
tion. The  muscle-relaxing  effect  of  some 
glycerol  ethers  is  most  striking  in  the  relief 
of  spastic  contractions,  tremors,  etc.,  but  it 
is  also  readily  obtained  with  normal  mus- 
culature when  the  glycerol  ethers  are  given 
with  small  doses  of  anaesthetics.  In  the 
author's  experience  the  most  successful  com- 
pound is  glycerol  oc-o-tolyl  ether  but  there 
As  a  small  group  of  related  ethers,  e.g.,  the 
m-  and  j!?-tolyl,  o-allylphenyl,  j!?-ethylphenyl, 
2  -methyl-6-alIylphenyl,  4-methyl-2-allyl- 
phenyl,  p-chlorophenyl,  -  /?-bromophenyl, 
2-bromo-6-propylphenyl,  4-chloro-2-alIyl- 
phenyl,  all  of  which  are  effective  in  smaller 
degree.     The  presence  of  the  groupings 

-O-CH2-C.OH-C.OH  appears  to  be 
essential  to  the  muscle-relaxing  property. 

Thyroxine  Formation  in  lodinated 
Proteins.  —  Rosalind  V.  Pitt  Rivers. — 
Harington's  theory  (1927)  that  thyroxine  is 
formed  in  the  thyroid  by  the  coupling  of 
two  molecules  of  diiodotyrosine  received 
experimental  support  from  v.  Mutzen- 
becher's  demonstration  (1939)  that  aerobic 
incubation  of  diiodotyrosine  at  pn  8  yielded 
thyroxine.  Later,  Harington  and  Pitt 
Rivers  (1945)  showed  that  the  optimum  pu 
for  thyroxine  formation  was  about  10. 
During  such  incubations,  3  : 5  diiodo-4-hy- 
droxybenzaldehyde  and  triiodophenol  are 
formed  as  well  as  thyroxine,  while  two  car- 
bon atoms  of  the  side-chain  of  diiodotyro- 
sine are  removed  as  oxalic  acid  ;  this 
indicates  that  thyroxine  and  the  aldehyde 
are  produced  by  /5-oxidation.  The  incuba- 
tion of  N-acetyl-/-diiodotyrosine  whose 
acidic  groups  are  ionised  at  a  much  lower 
pH  than  those  of  diiodotyrosine  gives 
greatly  increased  yields  of  thyroxine  with  an 
optimum  at  pH  7.

Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

Nevt'  York,  September  5 

Production  of  DDT  in  the  U.S.  in  increas- 
ing at  a  rapid  rate.  Output  in  June  was 
5,320,221  lb.  compared  with  4,967,831  lb.  in 
May,  the  next  highest  month's  production. 
There  is  a  sellers'  market  for  almost  all  of 
the  chemicals  in  the  Coal-tar  group  with 
Cresylic  acid  particularly  short  due  to  a 
continuing  low  level  of  imports.  Advances 
in  the  prices  of  Atropine  and  Atropine 
SULPHATE  and  a  reduction  in  the  quotation 
for  Streptomycin  featured  the  Fine 
Chemicals  market  here  last  week.  Atropine 
and  atropine  sulphate  quotations  were  in- 
creased by  15  cents,  bringing  the  new  quota- 
tions to  $10.80-$12.00  and  $8.90-$9.85 
respectively  per  oz.  The  price  of  strepto- 
mycin to  hospitals  is  reduced  by  60  cents  a 
gm.  to  $3.40.  U.S.  Methanol  supplies  are 
expected  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  demands 
next  year.  Five  new  plants  are  under  con- 
struction and  are  to  commence  production 
during  1948,  increasing  capacity  to  about 
136  million  gall.  Output  of  Acetic 
anhydride  declined  in  June. 

There  was  slightly  more  activity  on  the 
market  for  Botanical  Drugs  and  Spices 
last  week,  although  seasonal  sluggishness 
continued  in  many  products.  Price  advan- 
ces and  reductions  were  noted  in  almost  all 
sections.  The  recent  lifting  of  imjjort  re- 
strictions on  Cinchona  is  expected  to  bring 
about  a  con.siderable  improvement  in  sup- 
lilies  within  the  next  two  months.  Demand 
for  Essential  Oils  was  reported  light 
although  dealers  are  expecting  a  sharp  in- 
crease in  trade  as  flavouring  manufacturers 
and  perfumers  stock  up  for  autumn  and 
winter  requirements.

Danish    Imports    from    Britain. — The 

anish  Director  of  Goods  is  shortly  to  grant 
port  licences  for  goods,  including  chemi- 
Is,  from   Britain   to  a   total  value  of 
,000,000  kronor. 
German  Equipment  for  Gzechoslovakia. 
Czechoslovakia  is  to  receive  from  Ger- 
any  complete  equipment  for  the  produc- 
on  of  chemical  dyes.    This  is  part  of  the 
quipment  of  twenty-six  factories  in  Ger- 
any  to  be  allocated  by  the  Inter-Allied 
-parations  Commission  in  Brussels. 
Penicillin  for  Russian  Zone.  —  Some 
50,000,000  units  of  penicillin  from  the 
.S.  are  now  being  distributed  to  hospitals 
n  the  Russian  zone  of  Germany  by  the 
nternational  Red  Cross.    Poland  also  has 
rdered  large  quantities  of  penicillin  and 
f  streptomycin  for  use  in  hospitals. 

German  Plant  for  Britain. — Details  of 
rman  industrial  plant  valued  at  about 
675,000  allocated  to  Britain  as  repara- 
"ons  were  given  in  a  statement  issued 
ecently  from  the  Inter-Allied  Reparation 
gency  in  Brussels,  including  a  chemical 
nd  physical  laboratory  from  the  Dussel- 
orf  plant  of  Haniel  &  Lueg. 

Ceylon's  Imports  Cut. — Ceylon  has  can- 
elled  import  licences  for  over  fifty  classes 
f  goods,  including  soaps  and  cosmetics,  in 
order  to  save  dollars.  The  cancellation  will 
affect  goods  from  the  United  States, 
Canada,  Newfoundland,  and  all  countries 
of  Central  and  South  America,  excluding 
the  Argentine  and  Brazil,  as  well  as  Switzer- 
land. 

Penicillin  Chewing  Gum  Developed. — 

A  new  process  for  making  penicillin  in 
chewing  gum  form  under  conditions  accept- 
able to  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Administra- 
tion has  been  announced  by  a  New  York 
manufacturer.  It  is  expected  that  the  gum 
will  be  available  in  retail  stores  in  about  six 
months'  time,  on  a  doctor's  prescriotion. 
Sulphonamide  gum  has  been  on  sale  in  the 
U.S.  for  some  time. 

Australian  Imports  Ban. — The  Austra- 
lian Ministry  of  Trade  has  announced  a 
long  list  of  products  for  which  no  further 
licences  will  be  issued  for  import  from  the 
dollar  area.  The  banned  products  include 
preparations  for  making  cosmetics,  rubber 
gloves,  spectacles  and  spectacle  frames. 
Imports  to  be  continued  on  a  limited  scale 
include  raw  materials  for  the  drug  industry, 
unrefined  fish  oils,  thermometers,  cameras 
and  photo-flash  lamps. 


Austrian  Penicillin. — Large-scale  pro- 
duction of  penicillin  in  Austria  is  to  be 
started  in  the  autumn.  The  exact  date 
will  depend  on  whether  and  when  the  Aus- 
trian National  Bank  will  make  available 
40,000  schillings  in  foreign  currency, 
needed  to  purchase  the  necessary  equipment 
in  France.  Production  of  penicillin  in  Aus- 
tria is  at  present  in  the  hands  of  an  Inns- 
bruck company  largely  owned  by  the  Aus- 
trian Brewery  Co.  It  is  understood  that 
a  total  of  about  5,000,000  schillings  so  far 
have  been  invested  in  the  industry. 

Spanish  Olive  Oil  Export  Procedure. — 
Competent  oil  circles  in  Madrid  report  that 
the  Spanish  Ministry  of  Industry  and  Com- 
merce will  simplify  the  export  procedure  of 
olive  oil  in  order  to  achieve  better  prices. 
Hitherto,  olive  oil  could  be  exported  on  a 
barter  basis  at  a  minimum  price  of  $160. 
Free  exports  of  oil  in  tins  was  later  per- 
mitted at  $220  per  100  kilos.  Free  exports 
of  olive  oil  will  now  be  authorised,  prefer- 
ably in  tins,  at  prices  above  $160  per  100 
kilos.  No  sales  at  prices  below  this  will  be 
permitted.  The  export  of  between  five  and 
six  thousand  tons  is  foreseen  before  the  end 
of  1^4-7. 

Industrialisation  of  Ceylon.  —  Ceylon, 
though  traditionally  a  principal  producer 
of  tea  and  other  primary  products,  has 
entered  the  post-war  period  fully  convinced 
of  the  necessity  for  industrialisation  in 
order  to  bring  about  a  greater  balance  in 
the  country's  economy.  Chief  industries  to 
be  developed  include  chemicals  and  phar- 
maceutical products.  The  development  of 
chemicals  production  is  a  basic  requirement, 
not  only  in  view  of  the  predominant  posi- 
tion of  fertilisers  in  Ceylon's  consumption 
of  chemical  products,  but  also  in  terms  of 
the  proposed  expansion  of  the  textile, 
glass,  paper  and  soap  industries.  The 
Government  proposes  to  establish  synthetic 
ammonia  and  sulphuric  acid  plants  capable 
of  meeting  Ceylon's  total  requirements  of 
ammonium  sulphate,  now  averaging  almost 
28,000  tons  annually  in  addition  to  supply- 
ing other  industries  with  sulphuric  acid. 
Sulphur  requirements  would  have  to  be 
obtained  from  foreign  sources,  but  this 
dependence  upon  imports  would  not  preju- 
dice the  development  of  the  industry. 
Domestic  production  of  drugs  and  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals  is  confined  largely  to 
shark-liver  oil,  caffeine,  strychnine,  pyre- 
thrum  and  cinchona  alkaloids  in  Govern- 
ment factories.
